The  photographs  on  the  preceding  pages  illustrate  progress  and 
change  and  reflect  the  ever-advancing  trends  in  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine.  Woman’s  Hospital  in  the  State  of  New  York  has  served  its 
community  in  the  specialties  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  during  the 
past  ninety-two  years.  The  Surgical  Staff  has  maintained  a  po¬ 
sition  of  world  leadership  in  these  specialties,  and  has  carried  out 
the  hopes  and  dreams  of  Dr.  J.  Marion  Sims,  the  founder  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Woman’s  Hospital  was  opened  in  a  small  building  at  Madison 
Avenue  and  29th  Street  in  1855.  Twelve  years  later,  in  1867,  a 
large  hospital,  which  set  the  standard  for  hospitals  of  its  day,  was 
opened  on  a  block  of  land  at  Park  and  Lexington  Avenues  between 
49th  and  50th  Streets,  the  present  site  of  the  Waldorf  Astoria  Hotel. 
The  present  Hospital,  which  was  opened  in  1906,  reflected  the  best 
architectural  thinking  of  the  early  twentieth  century,  and  when  it 
was  opened  it  was  hailed  as  a  remarkable  achievement  in  hospital 
construction. 

The  present  Hospital  building  has  now  served  the  community  for 
forty-two  years,  and,  until  recently,  few  major  alterations  have  been 
made.  The  Board  of  Governors,  in  keeping  with  the  tradition  of 
the  Hospital,  have,  during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  supported  the 
fine  work  of  the  Surgical  Staff  by  installing  equipment  which  con¬ 
forms  with  latest  surgical  and  medical  developments. 

Further  large  expenditures  are  necessary  to  renovate  and  make 
possible  the  most  economical  operation  of  the  Professional  Service 
Departments,  the  Dietary  Departments,  the  power  plant,  the  elec¬ 
trical  installations  and  plumbing.  These  alterations  will  provide  a 
hospital  for  the  practice  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  which  will 
continue  to  set  the  standard  for  these  specialties.

NINETY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS  OF  THE  WOMAN’S  HOSPITAL 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Woman’s  Hospital  in  the  State  of  New 
York  presents  the  following  report  regarding  free  care  given  by  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1947 :

The  year  1947  was  an  eventful  as  well  as  a  difficult  year  for  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

During  the  war  years,  only  as  a  result  of  devoted  and  overtime  work 
on  the  part  of  our  Surgical  Staff  and  our  depleted  Nursing  Staff,  were 
we  able  to  give  excellent  care  to  our  patients.  This  year  it  was  possible 
to  staff  our  Hospital  adequately,  but  the  cost  of  so  doing,  plus  the  neces¬ 
sary  increase  in  wages,  and  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  food  and 
supplies,  have  meant  that  our  expenses  have  exceeded  our  income,  in¬ 
cluding  the  many  donations  from  our  old  and  new  friends,  and  in  spite 
of  an  increase  in  our  income  from  endowments. 

The  total  current  receipts  from  patients,  contributions  from  friends  of 
the  Hospital,  grants  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  Greater  New  York 
Fund,  and  income  from  investments  amounted  to  $1,044,123.21.  The 
total  expenses  were  $1,111,714.48,  with  a  resultant  excess  of  current 
expenses  over  current  revenue  of  $67,591.27. 

This  statement  clearly  shows  how  essential  were  the  donations  of  our 
friends  to  the  Hospital  during  1947.  The  Board  gratefully  acknowledges 
them,  especially  as  this  shows  a  continued  interest  in  its  welfare.

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The  Babies’  Alumni  continues  to  flourish  and  added  635  new  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  year. 

The  $4,444.80  donated  by  the  Alumni  was  a  material  aid  in  helping 
to  defray  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  ward  maternity  service  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Members  of  the  Alumni  are  showing  a  very  active  interest  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  drive  for  funds  to  pay  for  the  new  aluminum  and  plastic  bassinets 
recently  purchased  and  installed  in  the  nurseries  at  a  cost  of  $5,700. 
On  page  37  of  this  report  is  a  list  of  the  donors  to  the  Bassinet  Fund. 
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To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Report  of  the  Director  for  1947 ; 
a  year  characterized  by  a  generous  program  of  modernizing  and  refur¬ 
nishing  in  many  sections  of  the  hospital,  with  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  quality  of  care  rendered  to  our  patients. 

Early  in  the  year,  it  was  felt  that  the  nurseries  should  be  remodeled 
in  line  with  some  general  recommendations  of  the  New  York  City 
Health  Department.  Consequently,  a  moderately  large  room  that  pre¬ 
viously  had  been  used  as  a  work  room  between  the  ward  and  semi¬ 
private  nurseries,  was  partitioned  in  such  a  manner  as  to  provide  a 
nurses'  office  and  two  individual  treatment  rooms,  one  adjoining  each 
nursery.  This  permitted  a  complete  separation  of  the  two  nurseries, 
which  is  in  entire  accord  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Health  De¬ 
partment. 

The  new  program  called  for  a  revised  technique  of  infant  care,  where¬ 
by  a  greater  concentration  was  placed  on  individualizing  the  care  of  each 
infant.  This  new  technique  required  the  use  of  individual  bassinets,  each 
providing  drawer  space  for  a  twenty-four  hour  supply  of  linen  and  a 
compartment  for  the  infant’s  equipment,  such  as  thermometer,  oil  bottle, 
cotton  ball  container,  etc.  After  an  exhaustive  trial  period  of  various 
types  of  bassinets,  an  aluminum  model  incorporating  the  use  of  Incite 
panels  was  selected.  Ninety-one  of  these  units  were  purchased  and 
placed  in  use  in  the  early  fall. 

In  past  years,  premature  infants  were  cared  for  in  a  room  adjoining 
and  attached  to  the  main  nursery.  It  was  the  impression  of  the  staff 
that  specialized  care  could  better  be  assured  if  the  premature  infants 
were  placed  in  a  nursery  separate  and  apart  from  the  full  term  infants. 
Consequently,  a  double  room  with  an  adjoining  office  was  set  up  on  the 
3rd  floor,  with  a  capacity  for  twelve  premature  infants,  and  this  unit  has 
functioned  to  our  complete  satisfaction  since  its  opening  last  spring. 

As  materials  became  available,  the  semi-private  accommodations  on 
the  surgical  and  obstetrical  services  were  refurnished.  Aluminum  bars 
for  curtain  cubicles  were  installed,  giving  the  rooms  a  much  improved 
appearance.  New  beds,  bedside  tables,  and  overbed  tables  completed 
the  alterations.  New  Type  combination  floor  and  bedside  lamps,  and 
new  chairs,  were  installed  in  the  private  rooms. 
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As  the  nursing  shortage  eased,  Ward  C.  was  renovated,  refurnished, 
and  opened  as  a  semi-private  service,  offering  fifteen  accommodations  in 
bright,  large,  two  and  four  bed  rooms  for  surgical  patients.  This  unit 
has  proved  to  be  quite  popular  with  our  patients,  and  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  staff,  inasmuch  as  they  are  now  able  to  secure  beds 
for  their  semi-private  patients  without  a  prolonged  waiting  period  as  has 
been  customary  during  recent  years. 

Early  in  the  spring,  the  fourth  floor  laboratory  was  completely  reno¬ 
vated.  The  clinical  pathological  work  of  the  Hospital  is  performed  in 
this  laboratory,  a  phase  of  the  hospital  service  that  must  be  as  exacting 
as  human  abilities  permit.  The  new  furnishings  will  materially  assist 
our  technicians  in  the  performance  of  their  work. 

A  new  operating  room  light  and  operating  table  were  installed  in  the 
Thomas  operating  room.  Both  of  these  pieces  of  equipment  have  been 
appreciated  by  our  Surgical  Staff  and  represent  the  first  step  in  the  reno¬ 
vation  program  envisioned  for  the  operating  suite. 

During  1947,  8,477  patients  were  admitted  for  treatment;  279  more 
than  in  1946.  Despite  this  increase  in  patients,  the  total  patient  days 
treatment  decreased  from  84,912  in  1946  to  79,148  in  1947.  Early 
ambulation  of  both  surgical  and  obstetrical  patients  accounted  for  this 
apparent  paradoxial  experience.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  pres¬ 
sure  for  beds  gradually  diminished  and  the  swing  back  to  a  longer  hos¬ 
pital  stay  slowly  developed.  Surgical  and  obstetrical  patients  will  prob¬ 
ably  never  again  remain  in  hospitals  as  long  as  was  customary  prior  to 
the  war,  but  most  of  them  are  grateful  that  hospital  occupancy  has  de¬ 
creased  sufficiently  to  permit  a  longer  period  of  hospital  convalescence 
than  was  possible  during  the  crowded  war  and  post-war  years. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  record  the  untimely  and  sudden  death 
of  Mr.  Kenneth  H.  Gordon,  the  Assistant  Director,  on  September  9th. 
His  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Mary  Meehan,  who  was  the  2nd  Assist¬ 
ant  Director  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  services 
rendered  during  the  year  by  my  assistants,  department  heads  and  per¬ 
sonnel,  and  finally,  I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  gen¬ 
erous  assistance  and  wholehearted  support  which  I  have  received  from 
the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Surgical  Staff.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 


I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surgical  De¬ 
partment  for  1947. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  work  done  in  the  various  departments 
of  the  hospital  during  the  year. 

There  were  2,494  admissions  to  the  ward  and  private  gynecologic 
services.  On  our  obstetric  service  2,854  ward  and  private  patients  were 
delivered.  There  were  2,630  operations  performed. 

One  hundred  and  forty-two  patients  were  treated  with  radium,  bring¬ 
ing  the  total  number  of  patients  treated  since  radium  was  made  available 
in  1919,  to  4,991. 


Seven  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  forty-six  patients  made  37,323 
visits  to  our  Out-Patient  Department  for  examinations  and  treatments. 

Of  the  patients  referred  to  our  Roentgenologic  Department  1,639  were 
for  diagnosis  and  144  were  for  treatment.  In  the  department,  3,842 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  procedures  were  carried  out. 


The  staff  of  our  Anaesthesia  Department  administered  4,692  anes¬ 
thetics  to  our  gynecologic  and  obstetric  patients. 


In  our  hospital  laboratories  55,826  examinations  were  made  of  clinical 
and  surgical  pathological  specimens. 


Through  the  personnel  in  charge  of  our  Special  Clinics,  many  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  ward  patients  have  had  the  benefit  of  expert 
advice  as  to  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Work  in  the  Special  Clinics  may 
be  summarized  as  follows :

Our  Pediatric  Staff  has  supervised  the  care  and  feeding  of  all  newborn 
infants  and  has  conducted  our  Pediatric  Follow-up  Clinics.  During  the 
year,  251  babies  were  brought  back  for  424  visits  to  these  clinics.  The 
work  in  our  Pediatric  Follow-up  Clinic  is  limited  to  the  care  of  babies 
who  had  unusual  feeding  problems  or  physical  conditions  requiring  con¬ 
tinued  observation.  Obstetric  patients  who  have  normal  infants  have 
been  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  help  provided  by  the  Department 
of  Health  Baby  Clinics. 

During  the  past  year,  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  Pediatric 
residents  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  to  spend  six  months  at  this  hospital  for 
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training  and  experience  in  the  care  and  feeding  of  newborn  infants. 
Through  this  affiliation,  Dr.  Catherine  Spears  served  as  Resident  in 
Pediatrics  from  September  1,  1947  to  December  31,  1947  and  Dr.  Lula 
Power  began  her  assignment  in  the  same  capacity  on  January  1,  1948. 

Four  Follow-up  Clinics  are  conducted  every  week.  Members  of  the 
Attending  and  Resident  Staffs  in  charge  of  patients  who  are  treated, 
operated  upon  or  delivered  in  the  hospital  wards,  attend  these  clinics  to 
check  upon  the  results  of  their  work.  During  1947,  1,950  patients  made 
4,091  visits  to  our  Gynecologic  Follow-up  Clinics  and  1,033  of  the  pa¬ 
tients  who  had  been  delivered  made  1,529  visits  to  our  Obstetric  Follow¬ 
up  Clinics. 

In  our  Record  Room,  34,351  clinical  charts  and  abstracts  were  con¬ 
sulted  for  research  and  scientific  work.  End  results  of  treatments  of  all 
patients  have  been  audited  by  the  Medical  Statistician.

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205  PREMATURE  BABIES  WERE  CARED  FOR  IN  THE  12  SPECIAL  BASSINETS 
AND  INCUBATORS  IN  THE  PREMATURE  NURSERY 
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To  the  Board  of  Governors  : 

Ladies  and  Gentleffien : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Nursing  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1947. 

On  the  whole  the  general  nursing  picture  showed  improvement,  par¬ 
ticularly  on  the  day  shift.  The  afternoon  and  night  duty  tours  of  duty 
showed  little  change  ;  acute  shortages  persisted  there.  In  more  instances 
than  formerly,  there  were  applicants  of  better  cpiality,  preparation  and 
experience  and  we  were  able  to  he  a  little  more  selective  in  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  new  personnel.  The  nurse  turnover  was  still  high  with  87  ap¬ 
pointees  and  69  resignations  hut  more  key  positions  were  filled  for  sus¬ 
tained  periods  than  for  comparable  periods  last  year.  With  a  budgetary 
allowance  of  129  nurses,  all  nurse  positions  inclusive,  the  year  ended 
with  111  posts  filled. 

During  one  of  the  early  hut  few  periods  in  the  year  when  nurse  appli¬ 
cants  for  employment  were  not  materializing,  it  was  decided  for  this, 
and  for  reasons  of  economy,  to  appoint  practical  nurses  to  nurse  va¬ 
cancies  wherever  possible.  On  reviewing  results  after  some  period,  they 
were  found  disappointing.  Applicants  were,  for  the  most  part,  not 
licensed ;  of  evident  limited  intelligence  and  background  and  for  other 
reasons  not  acceptable,  particularly  for  assignment  to  private  floors.  We 
continued,  however,  to  utilize  opportunities  to  avail  ourselves  of  other 
types  of  workers  able  to  perform  nursing  care.  Taking  an  average  week 
early  in  October  1947,  for  example,  we  find  supervision  and  nursing  care 
in  Woman’s  Hospital,  excluding  the  Operating  Room,  Delivery  Room, 
Out-Patient  Department  and  Central  Supply  Room  but  including  the 
Recovery  Room  and  the  Nurseries,  was  performed  by  the  following: 

5  Supervisors  .  3.3% 

12  Head  Nurses  .  7.9% 

7  Assistant  Head  Nurses  .  4.6% 

58  General  Staff  Nurses  .  38.4% 

6  Per  Diem  Nurses  .  4.0% 

6  Pupil  Practical  Nurses  .  4.0% 

23  Practical  Nurses  .  15.2% 

13  Nursery  Nurses  .  8.6% 

21  Nurses’  Aides  . 14.0% 

151  100  % 

There  were  three  major  changes  in  personnel  practices,  (1)  salary 
adjustments  for  nurses;  (2)  same  holidays, — nine,  as  given  to  nurses 
also  granted  to  nurses’  aides  with  2  or  more  years  of  satisfactory  service 
(effective  April  5th)  ;  (3)  extensive  plans  formulated  for  redecoration 
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of  rooms  in  Nurses’  Home  and  for  the  installation  of  a  pantry.  Actual 
work  will  be  begun  in  1948  and  will  be  discussed  in  the  1948  report. 
On  January  1,  1947,  the  salaries  of  all  graduate  nurses  in  all  positions 
were  increased  $20  per  month.  The  schedule  for  staff  duty  nursing  went 
into  effect  as  follows:  $200.00  per  month  with  an  increment  of  $5.00  at 
the  end  of  six  months  and  again  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  with  $5.00 
extra  for  nurses  on  evening  or  night  duty.  The  increases  were  not  to 
be  automatic,  but  based  on  merit.  Deductions  for  perquisites  were  to  be 
set  up  as  elected  by  each  staff  member.  Room  and  laundry  values  re¬ 
mained  at  the  same  rate  but  meals  were  increased  to  $35.00  ($7.00 
Breakfast;  $11.00  Lunch;  and  $17.00  Dinner).  Single  meal  rates 
went  to  $.40  Breakfast;  $.50  Lunch;  $.75  Dinner. 

The  uniform  worn  by  the  pantry  maids  was  changed  to  something 
more  comfortable  and  modern.  It  is  planned  to  outfit  the  ward  'helpers 
with  the  same  type  of  uniform  when  their  present  ones  wear  out. 

Several  projects  were  undertaken  to  simplify  procedures  and  work 
routines.  Among  the  successful  ones  were  (1)  assignment  of  more  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  practical  nurses,  both  graduate  and  pupils;  (2)  scrutiny 
of  surgical  and  obstetrical  procedures  resulting  in  some  modifications  as 
to  methods  of  sterilization,  storing  and  distributing  sterile  goods ; 
(3)  elimination  of  repetition  in  charting  on  obstetrical  charts;  (4)  re¬ 
vision  of  nurses’  time  slips  for  greater  ease  and  usage;  (5)  substitution 
of  a  visible  record  system  on  all  floors  for  the  outmoded  and  non- 
standardized  ward  report  books;  (6)  substitution  of  a  visible  record 
system  in  the  Formula  Room  for  the  “formula  book”;  (7)  institution 
of  3  eight-hour  Ward  Census  and  Patient  Condition  reports  to  the  Nurs¬ 
ing  Office,  with  duplicates  remaining  on  each  floor,  instead  of  2  twelve- 
hour  single  reports  to  the  Nursing  Office  only.  Official  time  for  reports 
changed  to  8-4  P.  M. ;  4-12  midnight  and  12-8  A.  M.  instead  of  7  A.  M.- 
7  P.  M.  and  7  P.M.-7  A.  M. ;  (8)  issuance  of  mimeographed  forms  to 
clinic  for  patient  appointment  dates,  thus  reducing  number  daily  phone 
calls  to  clinic. 

Changes  in  physical  structure  and  procurement  of  new  equipment 
tended  to  improve  working  conditions  for  personnel,  as  well  as  to  make 
for  greater  all-around  efficiency,  as  follows :  (1)  Tray  carrier  on  H-S.P. 
reduced  trips  necessary  over  the  ramp  to  and  from  the  pantry  at  meal¬ 
time.  (2)  New  floor  lamps  on  private  floors,  not  only  welcomed  by 
patients,  but  gave  better  light  for  treatments.  (3)  New  overbed  tables 
provided  space  needed  by  patient  for  flowers,  books,  tray,  etc.  instead  of 
the  bedside  stand  needed  by  nurses  for  treatment  equipment.  (4)  Re¬ 
location  of  Recovery  Room  on  sixth  floor  obviated  moving  beds  between 
wards  and  old  Recovery  Room ;  saved  nurses’  time  and  energy. 
(5)  Window  cut  in  door  leading  to  Formula  Room  permitted  access  to 
occupants  without  entry  into  room  or  interrupting  work.  (6)  Rear¬ 
rangement  in  structure  of  nursery  units  and  purchase  of  individual  bassi¬ 
nets  permitted  individual  technique. 
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The  nursing  staff  was  enlarged  somewhat  to  care  for  additional  nurs¬ 
ing  units  added  in  the  creation  of  a  premature  nursery  and  the  re-opening 
of  C-S.P.  The  re-opening  of  the  latter  made  it  necessary  to  offer  more 
operating  time  in  the  operating  room,  which  was  done.  Modernization 
of  the  nurseries  and  nursery  techniques  resulted  in  the  use  by  selected 
Teachers’  College  students  of  the  nurseries  for  field  work.  They  were 
supervised  in  their  clinical  work  here  by  a  Teachers’  College  instructor. 
The  appointment  of  a  resident  pediatrician  on  call  facilitated  greatly  the 
work  of  the  nurseries. 

Another  successful  venture  was  the  formation  of  certain  standing 
committees  among  the  supervisory  and  head  nurse  group  for  the  purpose 
of  group  study  and  action  on  administrative  problems.  The  committees 
formulated  were  on  (1)  nursing  procedures  and  treatments,  (2)  ef¬ 
ficiency  records,  (3)  linen. 

Through  concerted  effort,  12-hour  duty  was  abolished  for  private  duty 
nurses  in  favor  of  8-hour  duty.  This  achievement  was  very  popular  with 
the  nurses,  inasmuch,  as  they,  particularly  the  Woman’s  Hospital  alum¬ 
nae,  had  been  requesting  it  for  a  long  time.  Another  accomplishment 
which  was  sorely  needed  was  the  provision  of  a  room  on  Private  L  for 
special  duty  nurses. 

In  closing,  the  members  of  the  nursing  department  wish  to  express 
their  thanks  to  the  Assistant  Board  for  making  the  nurses’  teas  possible, 
and  for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  program  for  redecoration  of  the 
nurses’  rooms.  We  are  especially  thankful  to  Mrs.  Walbridge  Taft, 
chairman  of  the  Nursing  Committee,  for  making  herself  accessible  at  all 
times  for  consultation  and  for  her  constructive  suggestions  and  aid  in  all 
things.  We  all  feel,  more  or  less,  gratification  in  being  a  part  of  an 
institution  where,  from  the  administration,  chief  surgeon’s  office,  per¬ 
sonnel  physician  and  throughout  the  various  departments  the  pervading 
spirit  is  one  of  co-operation  and  fair  play. 

My  personal  thanks  is  extended  to  my  fellow  workers  in  the  nursing 
department  for  their  reliability  and  efficiency  in  executing  their  duties.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  Social  Service  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1947 : 

We  have  continued  to  place  our  emphasis  in  time  and  energy  on  case 
work  service  to  the  individual  patient,  with  the  hope  that  the  patient 
will  more  advantageously  use  the  skills  and  services  our  doctors  and 
nurses  are  so  able  and  willing  to  give  them,  and  will  then  leave  our 
hospital  both  physically  and  emotionally  more  able  to  continue  their 
normal  activities.  These  post-war  years  have  not  been  easy  ones  for  any 
of  us.  Continually  rising  prices,  crowded  and  insufficient  housing  con¬ 
ditions,  post-war  adjustments  of  the  veterans  and  their  families,  have 
intensified  the  problems  of  the  sick  person. 

We  have  co-operated,  as  in  the  past,  with  the  clinic  in  interviewing 
all  new  obstetrical  patients  and  gynecological  patients  referred  for  oper¬ 
ation.  This  has  entailed  many  office  interviews  with  patients  and  their 
families  and  telephone  calls  to  community  agencies,  all  working  together 
in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  patient.  All  ward  patients  have  been  visited 
daily,  and  semi-private  and  private  patients  when  referred  by  the  doctors. 
We  have  found  an  increasing  number  of  semi-private  patients  who  have 
needed  our  help.  We  have  worked  closely  with  our  Follow-Up  Clinics, 
have  made  home  visits  when  time  permitted,  and  arranged  transporta¬ 
tion  either  by  taxi  or  through  the  service  of  the  N.  Y.  Cancer  Committee 
Field  Army  for  chronically  ill  patients. 

Convalescent  care  has  been  arranged  for  93  patients,  and  14  patients 
have  been  placed  in  terminal  homes.  The  need  for  terminal  homes  for 
cancer  patients  far  exceeds  the  supply  and  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  all 
who  are  trying  to  help  families  in  working  out  such  plans.  Home  care 
for  these  patients  is  equally  difficult  to  arrange  as  homemaker  service  is 
seldom  available  for  the  cancer  patient.  This  whole  field  of  care  repre¬ 
sents  a  great  unmet  need  in  New  York  City.  However,  homemaker 
service  for  the  patient  with  small  children  is  more  readily  obtained  and 
our  department  has  helped  finance  its  cost  for  many  families  who  could 
not  carry  this  financial  burden  alone. 

With  continued  financial  help  from  the  Havens  and  Baird  Funds,  and 
many  individuals,  we  have  been  able  not  only  to  supply  homemaker 
service,  but  to  give  temporary  financial  relief,  supply  surgical  garments, 
glasses,  care  for  unusual  dental  needs,  supplement  or  supply  layettes, 
and!  to  arrange  temporary  care  for  babies  who  could  not  return  directly 
to  their  homes.  Another  unmet  need  in  New  York  City  as  elsewhere, 
is  the  temporary  home  for  the  defective  infant  awaiting  placement  in  a 
State  Institution. 
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As  usual  we  tried  to  make  Christmas  a  little  happier  for  chronically 
ill  patients  in  their  homes  or  institutions,  through  gifts  of  plants  or 
money.
